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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on July 20, 2005 which 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 14, 15, 19 and 20 are pending in the application. . Claims 12, 13, 17, 18, 
21 and 22 have been cancelled. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 12, 13, 17, 21 and 22 has been withdrawn due to 
applicant canceling these claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14, 15, 19 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for: 

-(as to claims 14 and 19) a wave gear drive having a main gear member with 
fixing holes and a surface portion having a hard plated electroplated or electroless 
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coating of nickel or chromium that has a thickness within a range of 5 to 40 microns in 
combination with all the remaining limitations of claims 14 and 19. 

-(as to claims 15 and 20) a wave gear drive having a main gear member with 
fixing holes and a surface portion that seats fasteners used in the fixing holes wherein 
the surface portion has a hard plated electroplated or electroless coating of nickel or 
chromium and the seating of the surface portion has a limit contact pressure at least 
approximately 25 kgf/mm 2 in combination with all the remaining limitations of claims 15 
and 20.
